Businessman delays 


A plan to improve North 
Wilmington’s municipal parking lot 
has been temporarily stymied by the 
objections of at least one businessman 
in the area 

Steve Winston, of Winston's Coffee 
Shop, told selectmen Friday that the 
proposed barrier median, designated 
parking spaces and semi-circular 
fic flow pattern would have an 
adverse effect on his business 

Selectmen disagree, but have decid- 
ed to halt work on the project until 
after their August 21 meeting. Select- 
man Rocco DePasquale challenged 
Winston to come up with a better 
suggestion for improving the lot 
which has won the reputation recently 
of a “drag strip" for youths in cars. 


The parking lot came to the 
selectmen’s attention at their July 18 
meeting. Dadant Drive resident Ann 
Linehan suggested that incidents of 
speeding through the lot and perfor- 
ming “wheelies” with cars could be 
elimi by installing a barrier me- 
dian marking out parking spaces. 
Shé cWarged that speeders were 
threaténing the safety of children 
patronizing the stores located there 

‘The town-owned lot, has long been a 
gathering spot for youth and 
numerous complaints have surfaced 
about litter, broken beer bottles and 
dangerous drivin,

ed five feet apart to bissect the lot. 
Traffic would enter on the side of the 
lot closest to the North Wilmington 
shopping center and exit on the side 
adjacent to land owned-by the Town 
Crier. 

Parking spaces would be marked 
out diagonally on either side of the 
median. A large unpaved portion at 
the rear of the lot would be left une 
touched to accommodate trucks. Ad- 
ditional parking for trucks would be 
available at the extreme left hand 
side of the lot near the Town Crier. 

“All we are going to do is regulate 
traffic going in and out, to make it a 
more proper parking area,” said 
DePasquale, denying Winston's 
charges that the proposed im- 
provements would reduce the number 
of parking spaces available. 

He said that it was a possibility 
that, unless something was done to 
rectify hazardous conditions at the 
lot, someone might propose the land 
be sold. Indeed, a portion of the area 
at the extreme’ left of the lot has 
already been sold to the Town Crier. 

Without the use of the municipal lot, 
it is quite possible that some of the 
businesses in the North Wilmington 
shopping center would not have the 
required number of parking spaces, 
under zoning laws, to be granted a 
license to operate. 

In addition to improvements in the 
parking lot, DePasquale said, he 
would like to see the installation of 
curbing and sidewalks along either 
side-of Middlesex Avenue from the 
railroad tracks to beyond the 
municipal lot. This would prevent, he 
said, dangerous crowding conditions, 
the result of parallel parking in front 
of Elia’s Country Store and the office 
of the Town Crier.

“You 
don't know this town,” he said 
“Always, it is either peat or rock.”” 

Chairman George Allen, for a mo- 
ment, looked at the engineers from 
the firm who had made the plans.

The engineers and Pacella began to 
talk of putting a slurry around the 
hole, to firm it up, to set up the soil. It 
was agreed that a gel would be used, 
starting Friday. Pacella would be 
able, it seemed, to continue with his 
work 

Batting zero 

After Pacella left the conversation 
shifted to the change orders that had 
been issued. A change order is a 
deviation from the original plan, 
which generally costs the Principal 
(in this case Wilmington) more 


money. Hopefully the state will make 
up the cost. * 


Allen asked Fagerstrom how many 
change orders there were, to date 
The answer was that there are 21 

Allen: What's the batting order? 

Fagerstrom: Zero 

McDonough: No dollars from the 
state. I think there is a change - Big 
dollars involved. 

Fagerstrom: $440,000. 

The group discussed some of the 
subjects 

Allen: The Town of Wilmington is 
not going down. I don't think we are 
to blame for this. Everyone will end 
up suing everyone else.” 

Masoncraft 

Masoncraft is the firm which has 
the contract for the southern end jof 
the project. It has had more than its 
share of difficulties. There has been a 
number of conversations. The state 
engineers have been appraised. At 
the present time there are five prin- 
cipal points which have been discuss- 
ed with the state - the relaying of 
broken pipe; the water problems near 
Raffi & Swanson, the ledge near the 
Town Farny bridge, the extra well 
points that have had to be driven, and 
a claim by Masoncraft because there 
was "‘subgrade"” material 

Masoncraft is hoping for $150,000 - 
the money that it has cost them to 
date for the extra work, at the Butters 
Row bridge, the water problems, etc. 

The engineers advised the Sewer 
Commissioners that the extra costs 
had not been approved. There was 
also a letter to the Commissioners to 
this effect. 

‘The two representatives of Mason- 
craft entered. 

They were advised by Smith that 
none of the extras have been approved 
by the state. 

Smith; ‘‘We have asked the state - it 
will pay nothing - except one and that 
was a deduct, money back to them 

“They have suggested that the cut- 
ting through the ledge be reduced in 
price. We got the answer this after- 
noon."” 

Romeo D'Augustino of Masoncraft 
reminded the commissioners that 
they had approved repayment of 
broken pipe to Pacella 

Smith assured him that the com- 
missioners were acting fairly. Romeo 
accepted it. 

“T understand your decision.

Many wore the usual styrofoam gay 
nineties hats with Cain's name 
emblazoned on the hatband, but there 
lso more than a few Indian 
ses in the crowd bearing the 
Jim Miceli 
Miceli is seeking re-election to the 
State House of Representatives. Last 
August he defeated Cain in a special 
election to fill the seat left vacant by 
the death, in I 1977 of Cain's 
father, the late Representative Fred 
F. Cain 
This time the two are running for 
distinctly different offices, and 
though memories of the defeat must 
still rankle, Cain remarked amiably 
on the novelty of seeing cars bearing 
bumper stickers for ‘both Cain and 
Miceli 
The annual barbecue has become a 
thing of tradition in Wilmington 
Begun by Fred Cain Sr., several years 
ago, it is still held on the grounds of 
his Chrysler dealership, now run by

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A new home on the 
Otis Carter site 


It has taken nearly 100 years, but 
there is a new home to be seen 
overlooking the Otis Carter crossing 
of the Wildcat Railroad, Glen Road, 
Wilmington. 

Built by Ralph Newhouse, the house 
is one of two new homes and 
represents, as it stands, a triumph of 
sorts for the builder. Today a builder 
must clear base with all sorts of of- 
ficials, before he can pick up a 
hammer, It has become quite a 
game 

The site of that building, 100 years 
ago, was the home of Otis Carter, and 
the crossing, as aluded to above, was 
the Otis Carter Crossing 

Otis was the son of Abiel and 
Phoebe (Morrill) Carter. His dad was 
the man who tracked the Pearson 
murderer, back in 1849, from Andover 
Street and down to the Wilmington 
railroad depot. It was quite a tale. 
His mother was a granddaughter of 
Wilmington’s Rev. Isaac Morrill, he 
who is entombed near the town hall 
beneath a brick tombstone. 

In addition to being the Constable of 
Wilmington Abiel was a farmer, who 
in his youth grew hops. The old Carter 
house was one of Wilmington's Hop 
Houses. Some may think that phrase 
is a joke. It isn’t 

Hops were grown on many farms in 
Wilmington, and after being cut they 
were dried. There were two ways to 
dry hops. 

‘The preferred way, in many 


attic. ‘That meant hauling the green 
herb up several stories, and then 
hanging it on racks to dry. 

After the hops were dried they were 
stuffed into huge bags, and returned 
to ground level through a “‘hop hole.” 
There were a few homes in 
Wilmington which had a “‘hop hole.” 
Today there is only one left - the Ben- 
jamin Buck House 

‘The hops were sent by canal boat or 
by wagon, the latter usually, to 
Charlestown, from when they were 
shipped by boat to some place where 
beer was made, such as, for instance, 
Philadelphia. Wilmington hops were 
justly famous, once upon a time. 

The Otis Carter house went back to 
at least 1741, when Glen Road was 
built acrass the swamp and up the hill 

a road to Sandy Pond (now Silver 
Lake) 

It. was at first the home of the 

ales family - Nathan and Hannah 
‘There were quite a few in that family 
including a dames, and a Nathan Jr. 
The cellar hole from that home ex- 
isted until.recently, when it was filled 
in prior to the erection of the new 
home. Across Glen Road (at that 
time almost a footpath) was the barn 
on the brow of the hill. The cellar of 
that barn has disappeared in the last 
half century, as Glen Road was widen- 
ed, and then widened again 

Anyway, after a century or so, there 
is again a home on that site, overlook- 
ing the Otis Carter crossing of the 
Wildcat Railroad 


The Mysteries of Dionysus 


There is a new book, a handsome 
book, in the public library in 
Wilmington. It sits near the.exit, on a 
shelf. It is entitled “Pompeii and 
Herculaneum" and for those who 
might like to buy a copy the price is 
$40.00. 

The book is there, of course, as a 
result of the recent exhibit in Boston, 
in the Museum of Fine Arts, of some 
of the artifacts of Pompeii 
Thousands of people have visited the 
Museum of Fine Arts, to see that ex- 
hibit 

The writer's intérest in Pompeii 
goes back long before that exhibit. He 
was in command of a ship, in the 
Mediterranean during World War IJ, 
and twice he made arrangements for 
the crew of his ship to visit Pompeii, 
while the ship was at Naples. Most of 
the crew members took part, having 
to take turns. The writer made two 
trips, and thus was a “two trip man’ 
to Pompeii 

Pompeii is some 15 or 18 miles from 
Naples, under the shadow of Mount 
Vesuvius, which, in 1944, while the 
Americans were in Naples, was in 
almost constant eruption It 
(Vesuvius) was a glorious sight. 

There was, at that time, in Naples. 
a Professor M. Della Corte, who 
published a small booklet on Pompeii, 
a guide book. It was the best book 
available to the members of the 
American armed forces, and the price 
was 60 Lire - in other words 60 cents. 
The writer still has his copy. 

Everything considered, Professor 
Della Corte produced a master piece 
Naples was a wreck. What the Ger- 
mans had not blown up, as they left, 
the Americans had bombed, before 
they entered it. Not a house was left 
standing within a quarter of a mile of 
the waterfront. 

Life for the Italian people of Naples 
was not easy. There was no food. 
‘There was no work. The coming of 
the American Army eased the burden 
for many 

Under the circumstances, for 
Professor Delle Corte to write a book, 
small as it was, in the English 
language, and to get it printed was 
something of a miracle. The writer 
never met the gentleman, but he has 
always been grateful to him. 

The language of the booklet, as it 
could be expected, is not pure 


what he was writing, but he did not 
have full command of the English 
language, nor, it seems did he have 
anyone who was capable of proof- 
reading his remarks. Nevertheless, it 
was a marvelous job 

One place of which he wrote the 
writer did not see. It was called the 

Villa of Mysteries” and was not 
within the city walls of Pompeii 

No one it seems ever got to the Villa 
of Mysteries. Unless he happened to 
owne a copy of the booklet prepared 
by Prof. Della Corte, the average 
American knew nothing about that 
Villa 

To get into that Villa, during World 
War I, meant crawling in through a 
window. The excavations were not 
complete, and perhaps prudently the 
Italians were keeping visitors away. 

Professor Della Corte did write a 
description of the paintings on the 
walls. It was Professor Della Corte, 
too, who said the Villa was a place of 
Dionysian Mysteries. 

The name Dionysus goes back to the 
Fourth Century, B.C. He was a Greek 
God. There was a society for women, 
which used his name. Depending on 
the source, it was occult, or bizarre, 
or what have you 

The women of ancient Greece were 
unable to write. What is known as the 
Mysteries of Dionysus is known from 
the writings of mere man. Perhaps he 
knew of what he was writing 
Perhaps he was only guessing. No one 
knows. ‘The Greek men had some 
wonderful tales to tell, at times. 
Maybe sometimes they knew of what 
they were speaking 

Anyway, in that Villa, outside of 
Pompeii there were nine paintings, 
and there were many statues, all per- 
taining to what Prof. Delle Corte call- 
ed the ‘Ladies iniziation in mysteries 
of Dionysus 

The descriptions of the professor 
are very nice. Some persons might 
say they were pornographic. Others 
most assuredly would not 

‘The point of all this is that the book, 
in the Wilmington Library, entitled 
Pompeii and Herculaneum, shows 
some colored photographs of the pain- 
lings in the Villa of Mysteries. One 
does not have to go to Italy, and crawl 
into a partly excavated building to see 
what the Greek men imagined the 
Greek women were up to, in those 
days.

up enough money to make some in- 
vestments, including the purchase of 
stock in the Medford-Andover Turn- 
pike.

The Town Crier must confess: It 
knows nothing of Amos Potamia other 
than what has been printed in the 
Chronicle. The gravestone says he 
was born in Wilmington. There is no 
record of his birth, in Wilmington. 

‘There were several black people in 
Wilmington prior to the Revolution 
all of whom were termed servants 

‘The only place where more than one 
black person lived, at that time, was 
at the Jones Farm, on Andover Street. 

The site today is the Knollwood 
Farm, but it was a different building 

Mr. Jones was a carpenter. He was 
the man who built the Harnden 
Tavern. Several of his black servants 
assisted in the building of that tavern 
The names are unknown to the Town 
Crier. 

As a guess, if Amos Potamia was 


‘There is an interesting tombstone in 
Reading, which was the subject of an 
article by the Reading Chronicle 
recently. It is the tombstone of a 
black man, Amos Potamia by name, 
who was born, the story goes, in 
Wilmington. The story seems to raise 
a mystery for those people who are in- 
terested in Wilmington in the Colonial 
days. 

The Reading Chronicle story was 
relative to their historic Parker 
Tavern. It encompassed a letter 
written by a Harnden, on May 27, 1858, 
regarding the death of Amos Potamia 
The Chronicle goes on to report that 
the executor of Potamia’s estate was 
Caleb Wakefield, a venerable builder 
of that town, and that the probate 
records indicate the-eost of the grave 
lot was $6, and the monument was 
made by William Johrison at a cost of 
$30.50, 

According to the Chronicle story 
Potamia came to Reading from 
Stoneham, and he was a cordwainer 


and leather worker. It also reports he 
followed the trade of shoe maker 
Amos was a frugal man, who saved

ponders Route 129 proposal 


Board members of the South 
Wilmington Betterment Association 
aren't entirely pleased, it has been 
learned, with the latest plan put forth 
by the Mass. Department of Public 
Works (DPW) for the reconstruction 
and relocation of West Street and 
Route 129. 

The new proposal which calls for 
diverting West Street through in- 
dustrial land adjacent to Route 98 and 
through an area located between the 
present West Street and Woodland 
Drive, was discussed at a Monday 
meeting of the directors of the Better- 
ment Association. 

Present at the meeting were State 
Representative James Miceli; Mike 
Barrett, a candidate for state 
representative in a district that under 
house re-districting guidelines will in 
clude South Wilmington; and several 
area residents whose property will be 
affected by the new road 
* According to Gerald Tully, presi- 
dent of the Betterment Association, 
the maps used to study the area were 
old ones, perhaps dating as far back 
as 1964. Consequently, two more 
homes not shown on the maps as well 
as some residential property belong- 
ing to Mr. and Mrs, John Muise would 
have to be taken. The homes belong to 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Hesse and Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul Peters all of West 
Street. 

According to the DPW, the proposal 
would also require the removal of the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Wes Ryan of 
West Street, the office of Civil 
Engineer Ken Miller, and an office 
building belonging to Al Fiorenza 

Tully said that his organization has 
drafted a letter to the DPW asking 
them to submit to them a scale draw- 
ing of the proposal, to stake out the 


right-of-way for the proposed Route 
129 and West Street sq it can be readi- 
ly discerned, and to respond to ‘four 
or five questions" which have disturb- 
ed the South Wilmington residents 

‘Among these are: what will happen 
on the other side of West Street, 
across Route 129? What steps will be 
taken to insure that residents of Sun 
crest Avenue will be able to make a 
left turn onto the new road? How will 
people walk across Route 129 which 
will be a divided highway from West 
Street to Woodland Drive? Will the 
state install an aerial pedway? or a 
push-button traffic light which could 
have the effect of slowing down traffic 
flow onto Route 129? 

“We in the South Wilmington area 
are getting a little tired of fighting the 
battle of West Street every other 
year." said Tully, "We would like to 
settle it to the satisfaction of both par- 
ties."” 

According to Tully, there are other 
pressing problems facing the 
residents of Precinct 3. The associa- 
tion plans to protest an application by 
Aveo Corporation to obtain a permit 
to store 300,000 cubic feet of hydrogen 
gas and it is also concerned about the 
possibility of a road opening up 
between the Wilmington and North 
Woburn Industrial Parks 

We recognize that there is a traffic 
problem,” he said, “’but we don’t want 
toopen up our end of town to accom- 
modate traffic from Woburn and 
facilitate traffic from Billerica and 
Chelmsford 

No formal position on the Route 129 
proposal would be taken, however, 
said Tully until after the association's 
full membership meeting in 
September.
